THow to Make Oakland a Great City 
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By W. G. PALMANTEER 


I am a very busy man Just now, and 


writing for the newspapers Is not my 
vocation and little to my taste. But, 
an jou have requested my views on the 
conditions and outlook for Oakland, I 
•will say a few vvotds as to how thlnss 
appear to me at this time. 1 speak 
from the standpoint of personal ob- 
eenatlon In the business world. 
. For many jears Oakland has been 
overburdened with a nasty scum of 
cheap politicians and small-fry dema- 
Bogucs. who are a poslthe Injury to 
tbc community. 


To serve their own ends, they lime 


kept up a continuous assault upon cap- 
ital and Industry, and, today Oakland 
Is suffering from the effects of this 
persistent course of harassment and 
vilification directed against the pro- 
moter of every Hrge enterprise. A 
man has only to Invent large sums In 
this city and do something substantial 
In the nay of building It up to become 
tbe ob'Ject of attack on the- part of this 


pernicious class. 


PREJUDICE AGAINST RAILROADS. 


The constant efforts to stir up popu- 


lar prejudice against every quasl-pub- 
llo corporitlon, nnd, especially the rail- 
roads, are mischievous beyond measure. 
They disgust large business men with 
the narrow, vindictive spirit th it pre- 
vails In our public affairs, discourage 
Investment, and drives , builnciis else- 
where For jears the railroad has been 
singled out us the object of especial 
attack. Abuse of It has been deemed 
the only fcure road to political prefer- 
ment. The chief nuallflqatlon for every 
municipal office, however simll, Is an- 
tagonism, either real or simulated to 
the railroad. All the poor sticks In 
town arc veneered with u holy light 
If they only denounce the railroad. 


Kvery man with an Itch for olllce be- 


tr.os his longing by hurling dellance 
at the railroads and accusing them of 
every crimp In the calendar. A major- 
ity of the class of politicians that have 
been In control of the city Kovernmcnt 


think It Impossible to Obtain office un- 
less they etpress hatred for the rail- 
roads, jet, then; Is no city of Its size 
In the country that Is so well served 
by railroads as Oakland; no city that 
ones more to railroads. Such methods 
are detrimental to our city. They lire 
Insincere for the most part and convey 
the Impression to thoughtful men that 
hjpocrlsy Is added to something still 
more sinister In these persistent at- 
tacks upon public enterprises. Never- 
theless, they breed n spirit of hostility 
toward capital In the minds of the Ig- 
norant and unthinking, und Inspire 
capitalists with distrust of a commun- 
ity that Is apparently animated by such 
a feeling. 


WORK DRIVEN FROM OAKLAND. 


Making hostility to thp railroads the 


basis of all political movements here 
In recent jears, has driven away n 
grc.it deal of work that would other- 
wise have been done here. But, for 
that, at leant 1<MK) more men would 
now be employed In the Oakland shops,, 


nnd expending from one to two thous- 
and dollars dally among our merchants 
and tradesmen. 


Other nrtl-ans and workmen are not 


putting up houses for those 
absent 


vvorkmen to live In, with the- result 
that teal estate and the bulldln? trades 
all over the city suffer. 
DEMAGOGUES WITHOUT STAND- 


ING. 


It Is paradoxical to ask capital to In- 


vest here when the city Is dominated 
by a political clique composed of small 
demagogues of no business standing or 
capacity, whose only claim to prefer- 
ment Is an avowed desire ti> cinch cor- 
porate Investment. This policy must 
be changed If the confidence upon which 
substantial growth and prosperity can 
alone n st Is to be restored. Our pub- 
lic affairs should be placed In the hand$ 
of broad minded business mm, who 
possess public confidence and who have 
the Insight to discern the true sourte 
of progress 
If we place men above 


Hiisplclon such »'i James Mollltt and A. 
Schilling of wh'jni there Is no lack In 


Oakland, at the htad of our municipal 
affairs, public officials will not find It 
necessary to frequent the Courthouse 
In starch of the bubble reputation. 


ABUNDANCE OF GOOD MEN. 


There Is an abundance of good ma 


terlal to choose from In making up* an 
enlightened, brcad-mlndcd, progressive 
government for Oakland If a healthy, 
robust public sentiment will assert 
Itself 
v Igorously. 
Until < there Is . a 


change In the general character and 
tone of the municipal administration 
public Improvements on an extensive 
scale will not be Functioned by the tax* 
piyrrs, who arc anxious enough to 
have the city Improved, but 
desire 


rome reasonable assurance that the 
money will 
be wisely and 
honestly 


spent. 


Much hns been said for some time 


past about home-trading. Our mVr- 
chants, an>! all good people believe* the 
principle to be n magnanimous one, 
and, consequently, a custom 
that 


should be observed. Believing that 
the> merited what th-y would derive 


from putting the principle Into prac- 
tice, our business men were ready to 
listen to the representation! of a self- 
nppolnted npent when he forced his 
Ideas of the home-trading principle Into 
the cars of ever}one from whom he 
thought there was a chance of secur- 
ing a donation, ouch donations to go 
toward making up a good salary for 
himself. Naturally, the self-conttttu- 
ted guardian of the mercantile Inter- 
ests of Oakland should be well paid, 
but, li It necessary to have one? 


HOME AND FARMERS' TRADE. 


Jf It Is necessary to have a general 


trade manager, for the community, 
would It not tie wise to get a man with 
a 
business reputation and 
business 


experience? 
Which 
way 
should 


the 
merchants 
go 
about - this 


proposition 
of 
home 
trading 


to obtain the best results? The prices 
received for goods In the da>s of 
"forty-nine" are past, and the time 
never has been nor will ever come 
when the merchant can sit down and 


employ an agent to draw trade to hit 
place of business by the lasso method. 
Homo-trading Is good, but the trad* 
from the farmers, from the surround- 
ing to«n»,^ tillage*, other cities and 
remote rural districts Is equally cxid. 
If not better, and our merchants should, 
not imireis this latter clam of custom- 
ers with the Jdra that they are rob- 
bing their own home merchants when 
they bring their patronage to Oakland. 


The success of merchants and traleii- 


me-n can only come through their on n 
efforts. 
A merchant must know Uis 


kind ni d quality of goods best suited 
to the wants and tastes of his custom- 
ers—be abrenst of the times In busi- 
ness m-thods and alive to the oppor- 
tunities presented. Thty must inaka 
their places of business attractive, of- 
fer good bargains and make chow)- die* 
plays.

I asked that question of Librarian 


Greene In his office the other day. 


The librarian pushed aside tome new 


books he was examining, wrinkle I his 
brow, smiled and replied: 


•Til tell YOU first what our new li- 


brary should not be. In my opinion. The 
books for a library such as ours, which 
Is one of a group armmd the bay. sfcouU 
b« selected with careful reference to 
local needs nnd limitations. For ex- 
ample, we should make no attempt t> 
rival tho library of the University of 
California In the matter of classical 


nnd technological works. The Univer- 
sity library Is splendidly equipped In 
that respect and Is easy of access to 
Oakland students. We should be equally 
foolish to try to compete with the Me- 
chanlc'J) Library of San Francisco In 
technical works nnd those i elating to 
the arts nnd sciences. We should have 
n few of tho best books on those sub- 
jects, but anything like completeness I* 
out of the question with our limited re- 
Bources. 


"Oakland's new library should be sup- 


plied with general literature that most 
people want and that will meet 
the 


needs of nur growing population. In 
current fiction, for wh'ch there Is a 
greater demand than for any other form 
of literature, the supply of books should 


be limited to the demand before the 
book Is worn out. The life of even such 
poulnr novels us 'David Hnrum' nnd 
•lilclmrd Carvel' Is ephemeral, and we 
should not overstock ourselves with 
them, but simply huy enough copies to 
supply the demand until they nre worn 
out. The Ideal library Is one where all 
the books nre In service until they nre 
worn out. Of course, that Is Impossible 
of attainment, but It Is what we should 
aim for. 


"There are 30,000 volumes In cur li- 


brary now. When a book Is ten years 
old It Is worn out, on the average. Thrc; 
thousand books n year must be pur- 
chased to make good this loss, and dis- 
crimination must be used In buying 
them. Two years ago books on the Phil- 


ippines were In great demand. Last 
year, owing to the Boer war, works en 
South Africa were continually called 
for. This year the demand has shifted 
to books on China. So It behooves in 
to watch the trend of events In ordering 
books. We need J4.WX) n year to keep 
the library up to the needs of the In- 
stitution, counting new books nt $1 <t 
volume, which Is about what they will 
average. 


"We should keep up a KOCH! selection 


of books on local current history. It Is 
not worth while to do much with gov- 
ernment documents, as Iher Is little de- 
mand for them, nnd they take up a 
great deal of room. There Is. however, 
a demand for the Congressional Record 
and Consular reporta. 


"When we cct Into our new library 


nnd have special alcoves for books the 
patriotic societies can help us creat:r. 
and I think they wilt For example. In 
other cities these societies have contri- 
buted works pertaining to American 
history, with the understanding that 
the library should purchase an equil 
number. It Is the same with music. 
If those Intereste-.l In music sboull 
each contribute one book on the sub- 
ject the library could buy nn equal 
number, nnd In this way the varloui 
groups In the community could fooa 
make the library answer to their needs. 


"Just now there Is a large run on the 


library by the school children, which 
we are unable to meet. The Hoard of 


Education has ordered a course of sup- 
plementary rending fnr the pupils, and 
when they come here for the books 
we arc unable to supply them. The 
children keep what books we have of 
that nature In circulation *o steadily 
that they nre larely nn the 'library 
shelves. 
It would cost JJ.OOO to supply 


the demand for the schools. When we 
move Into the new library ImllJIng we 
will be near the schools, and I hope the 
connection will be closer In every way. 


"Unless the bunds carry It Is hard 


to tell when we can occupy the new 
building, as at present we have not 
even funds enough for a heating and 
ventilating plant. We ought not to 
move Into the new buildlnc and camp 
out there. I believe In staying where 


we are until we can furnish the new 
building properly. 


"When we nre Installed In the new 


building we should by all meant kiep 
up the loan i,f txhlbll plcturex. Ax the 
new building will l»- of brick, with ths 
danger of fire nducttl in the minimum, 
we should be able to Bet better paint- 
Ine* and more nf them than we i ow 
h.ive. 
People going nut of town for 


tlie summer would probably b,« clad t» 
loan their painting* to the library dur- 
liig their absence, as the picture* would 
b« safer there than In their OH n homer. 
That would give us a source of supply 
other than the kindness of the artists, 
on which wo have to dei>end now."

THE ESKIMOS ARE EXPERT TRADERS 
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Through 
lne-ria.-»lin 
contact 
with 


white men from the States who visit 
the far North everv summer, the CsM- 
rnos of arctic anil sub-arctic Alaska, 
have become trailers of great shrewd- 
ness and ability. 
It can never be said 


that an Eskimo ever got irore In trade 
than he gave; he usually gets much 
less. The law of supply and demand Is 
universal, however, and tho native Is 
glad to give articles which .ire of groat 
value In the markets of the United 
States In exchange for cheap things 
which to him nre rare and useful, and, 
therefore, valuable. 


The Eskimo Is not to be regarded as n 


savage, for he Is far from It. 
A trad- 


er might bring n shipload of looking 
glasses and glittering beads to this 
coast and nt the end of the short sum- 
mer season he would have no bear 
skins, no ivory, but he would know 
more about the Eskimo character. Ar- 
ticles more useful are demanded. 
Not 


n few men who have failed In the gold 
fields this year have conceived tho Idea 
that there Is money to be made In trad- 
ing with the natives, nnd at least one 
.expedition for this purpose was fitted 
out this year, and others are promised 
lor next season. 
They will probably 


make another failure. 
The 
slender 


population on these coasts Is every year 
becoming smaller nnd the supply of 
furs and other family articles brought 
out for trnile by tho natives Is decreas- 
ing.Nevertheless, to return to the state- 
mint made at the beginning, the na- 
tive's become more adept In trading as 
the years go by. They are the Tnnkees 
of the far North, even If they do ha\e 
the complexions of Indians and mnny of 
the chief characteristics of the Japan- 
ese. Only In comparatively recent years 
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ha\o whnlln,; i-hlpt penetr. ltd 10 any 
tvtent into the \\at"iH ot arctic AlasUi. 
Owing to the wholt.sale slaughter 
of 


whales In the Noith Pacific the caloh 
became small«'r an-1 smaller enoh 5 rar. 
until s'llps eiiteied Hehilnp Sea every 
year In considerable numbers. 
The 


slaughter of whales being transferred 
to these waters and resulting In depic- 
tion, the whaling ships entered the Are- 
tic ocean In seirch of the howhead. 


The whaling men arc the great trad- 


ers of the region north and west of this 
port. 
AVhales aie sometimes scarce, 


nnd the whalers are glad to add to the 
precarious profits of a season's cateh 
by trading for fuis and other profits of 
the country. 
There are native settle- 


ments on the coast of Northern Alaska 
and on the Islands of Pehilng Sea. 
where 
not 
more 
than 
one 
ship 


Is si-en In. the course of a year. 
At other places three or four vessels 
call during the short season of naviga- 
tion. 
The Bear, the steam barkentlne 


cmplo>.Hl for years In the revenue-cut- 
ter service on the Arctic cruise, Is usu- 
ally one of these M'stels. 


Every whaling vessel carries Its stock 


of trade goods on a northern cruise, nnd 
even the officers on the Bear, though In 
the service of the government, are al- 
lowed to tPkc along a limited quantity. 
In the case of government officers the 
trailnc Is not carried on tor profit, but 
tor the purpose of obtaining rellca of 
tho country and articles of personal use. 


The trade goods of a whaling ship 


ehlp consist of a pretty definite list of 
articles, and change little from year 
to year. 
The Eskimo's wants nre few 


and he knows little of the luxuiles of 
civilization. 
The list Inoludes flour In 


bags, cloth, tea. sugar, tohacco, hard 
bread or 
IM.II biscuits, cartridges or 
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noodles anil thread. 
The- native has to 


offer In exchangj muklnl.s, or walitis- 
hltle boots, fov Htlns, \\alrits Ivory, bear 
Hklns, deer skins, Ivory buttons and va- 
rious native implements ind ilevlros 
prized by white men as cuiios It Is In- 
teresting to find that various Ksklmo 
settlements me headquarters for differ- 
ent articles comprlsi-tl In this small lot. 
For example, If n -Abater wants to trade 
for buttons he asks for them nt St. 
Lawrence Island, for the natives at 
Northwest Cape are famous as makcis 
of Ivorv buttons. 
Kins Island Is the 


best place of nil to trade for the curi- 
ous Ivory pipes fourd only In this part 
of

with him, he had better make his trade 
with one of the little colony on this 
same Island. 
For deer skins go to the 


Siberian coast or to Port Clarence; for 
fox slrlns to KolzebiH- sound; for brown 
nnd polar bear skins to any of the Es- 
kimo settlement* north of Behrlne 
strait on the bhorei, of the Arctic. 


Bearskins were scarce this summer, for 
what reason no one seems able to ex- 
plain. Nearly every summer It Is possible 
to find several of these beautiful white 
pelts at the three or four principal settle- 
ments between Capo Prince of Wales and 
Point Barrow. Every year, too, the Es- 
kimo seems to be disposed to demand a 
little, higher price for his skins. They are 
gradually getting a vogue Idea ot the 
market value of these things In the 
United States, or, to speal: more accu- 
ratelj-, they ore learning how badly the 
white man wants the things tho native 
man how to trade. Nevertheless. It Is 
usually possible to buy on the Arctic 
coast a tine polar bear skin worth several 
hundred dollars In New York or Boston 
for three or four small sacks of flour, 
two or three cases of hard bread, and a 
few cartridges. If you maka tho trade on 
these termu you havo paid from J13 to 
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12) fur the skin

A ship Is sighted by 
keen natlvu e)en as soon as a few Inches 
of her to|>miBt shons. n mere speck above 
the horizon, and tho village becomes a 
place of great activity. Hoots or muklolu 
made during the «Inter with soles of wal- 
rus hide antl taps of hair seal nr ilrcr skin 
are brought out. with walrus funks. Ivory 
buttons carved In the form nf seals, fox- 
skins, brarsklnx, and a large collection ot 
miscellaneous curlns which 
the while 
traders may fancy. The E«klmas think 
all whltf men are crazy. This Is averred 
by all whites who knnw the Eskimo lan- 
guage and overhear the natives' conver- 
sation. They h.ive been In no land but 
their own, and they cannot understand 
why nhlte men ahould dig In the ground 
for gold anil do otner queer things unless 
they nr« the victims of unbilanced minds. 


An soon as the uhlp drops anchor the 
natives arn seen coming oft In their 
oumlaks and kyaks—men, women anil 
children, the whole population. Nearly 
every one of them has a poke or sort of 
pouch made of the whole skin of a hair 
seal slung over his shoulder. In these are 
contained tho furs and Ivory and booU 
that they wish to trade. Nearly every 
one of them has a paddle which he wields 
vigorously In his eagerness to reach the 
•hip. There Is a great deal of shouting 
and Jablxrlnc and laughing, for the Eski- 
mo Is always merry, and hli tense of 
humor Is the wonder of white men. 
A 
sailor throws a line from 
the whaler's 
afterdeck. and In a moment short, fat. 
smiling Eskimo men. women, boys and 
Clrli aro rolling up over the sides of the 
chip. The whaling men then bring op 
their trade goods and the barter begins. 
Tho Eskimo, In nine cases out of ten, 
assumes the position of the buyer; th« 
whaler Is the storekeeper or merchant. 
The native asks tif what he wants, and 
tho nhallng man. If ho has It. produce* It 
mill asks the native what he has to offer 
In return. 
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The iir'K'tss Is ruher more Inten mine 
uhm tho nhllu man appears In the- rule 
of bujer ami the native In that of store- 
keeper. In tint i .i»e, >-uppo<lne the white 
nun sees a pair <>f buoU which he partic- 
ularly wishes tu obtain, a conversation 
K>mi-tlilnK like this takes place, the white 
man beginning the conversation: 
"Whit >'ou want?" 
"Calico." replies the native, using the 


une wurd by wh'th Eskimos have learned 
to tlescrtbo all kinds of cloth of whatever 
character. 
"Capslnl (how much) calico?" aiki the 
buyer. 
The native holds up four fingers. In- 
cluding the thumb, for If an Eskimo holds 
up one or more lingers to denote a num- 
ber, one of these Is the thumb. A white 
man doesn't do It that way. 
"Fathom." replies the native, the ac- 
companying use ot the fingers denoting 
four fathoms. 
If the white man agrees to the trade he 
measures off the cloth, extending both 
arms as far as they will reach for tho 
purpoie of drawing the cloth across bis 
thin. Then the native takes It and stuffs 
It Into his sealskin |-oke. The cloth Is 
probably blue jeans or denim, or It may 
t>e some print cloth, costing S cents a 
yard In the I'nlted States, which Is vastly 
pleasing to the Eskimo women and girl*. 
Natives nf loth sexes tover up really 
beautiful relndccr-skln parklts or Eiklmo 
coats with shirts made from blue denim 
or calico. 
When the native named four fathomi as 
his price for the walrus hide boots, the 
white man knew that no better trrmt 
could tw obtained. U Is positively and In- 
variably useless to try to brat down the 
native's price; he may want the cstlco 
very b.idly. hut he will not reduce the 
price of his boots. If he can't get four 
fathomi of calico, l<ack the boots BO Into 
the poke until another customer aprears. 


Offer a native a price which to htm Is 
ridiculously low for his Koodi. and he will 
probably laugh at jou. He seems In think 
it Is a good joke, and that >ou really can- 
not mean to be serious. At the price of 
four fathoms of calico for one pair of 
*V 
mukloks. which Is a pretty Inw figure, the

profit to the whaler Is enormous. Eskimo -*

•ome whaler a year and perhaps two years 
J-efore. He seemed to want a • olored pen- 
cil far more than most white I oys want a 
llcycle. but there wasn't a |*nctl to be 
found on the shin. Apparently the boy 
t.-anted to use the crayon mixed with 
water or seal oil for coloring the canrrd 
foots and Images on button* snd walrus 
tutks. 
Over on the Siberian coast a different 
class of natives Is found. They sere In 
mme cases nomadic and move about from 
[lace to place very frequently. But tl.er 
rre rich In the possession of large herds 
if reindeer. The Guvernmrnt has bought 
tome of these In the la*t few years for 
the purpose of establishing mlndeer star 
linns alone the coast on tin* American 
tide. A reindeer ran be obtained over on 
the Siberian side for three or four yard* 
•if calico or for a few pieces of hard 
bread. 
It cannot be said that in* contact with 
white men Is nf very much benefit to the 
l>klrm> on either side of the Itehring see; 
In many respects It Is distinctly harmful. 
The taws aEalnH liquor selllru; among the 
native* are very strictly enforced, but th* 
whalers do sometime* evade It. and mlB- 
• hlef always results. Even If liquor Is not 
niM to the native* they are very likely to 
make an alcoholic drink fmm flour and 
l<ugar obtained in trade, and the conie- 
«iuence« nre harmful. I.eft alone, the na- 
tives on the American side ar*! happr and 
<-ontcnte<l with a lot which might be far 
wcifrf. which white mm are not Improv- 
ing.

them." 


Cicero's rcportes were seldom without 


energy. 
When Clodlus hnd been ac- 


quitted of the charge of sacrilege by 
Jurors who hnd b»>en bribed to bring 
In n favorable verdict. Cicero, who ap- 
peared as the defender of the republic, 
left the corrupt Jurors and the favorers 
and supporters of the' verdict without 
a word to say for themselves. He over- 
whelmed Clodlus In th" Senate to his 
face In a set speech. Thi'n followed it 
duel-of words. In which Cicero was all 
along the victor. Clodlus, among other 
Insinuations, said 


"You have bought the house." 
"You would think that ho ?ald," re- 


torted Cicero, "you 
have bought a 


Jury!" 


"They did not trust you on their 


oath." said Claudius. 


"Yes." said Cicero, "twenty-five Jur- 


ors did trust me. Thirty-one did not 
trust you, for they took care to get 
their money beforehand.* 


Here there was a burst of applause, 


and Clodlus broke down and remained 
silent. 


There is nothing coldly classic In 


these examples of Cicero's ready wit. 
they might have come from a latter- 
day master of thrust and parry.—

Passes are Properly 


Punished,^ 


Tun swindlers of railroad companies 


by means of forced passes, und one 
sulnellur of manufacturers by the use 
of thf mall", «crc sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary from Clilc.iKo M'stercluy. 


Ollbvrt K. Jones uncl John H. Jone-e, 


the uholesale forKPrn of railway pusses, 
ulio were anesteil uheti about to leave 
Chicago a few weeks ' atto, pleaded 
Kullty of forRory before Ju'lKf Tuley, 
anil .1 few minutes later we're sentenced 
to Jolln for an Indeterminate term. 
Although the men were Klad to plead 
Btillty without troubling the prosecu- 
tion to present Its evidence,'they wcte 
not ultllns to tell the extent to which 
they had defrauded the rallroud.s. 


A lew facts about their operations 


were drawn from the men. hut no con- 
nected story was told by them. 
The 


amounts of which the railroads have 
been defrauded by them run into the 
thousands of dollars, and railroads 
throughout the country have been vic- 
timize!, but no definite Idea of the ex- 
tent "f the operations can be secured. 
In addition to the forglnk and Helling 
of employes' pauses, for which the men 
were- 
at rested, 
they 
had 
another 


method of obtaining 
transportation. 


They would prewi nt to the |ia«n»tip«T 
agent of a railroad a, forged letter from 
the head nf another road, asking for 
trip passes for two employes of the 
foreign n>nd. When this letter was 
honnicd by the Issuance of the request- 
ed passes, the
